HE baggage of the army, with fuch 
artillery, ftores, and provifions, ds 
the neceflity of the time would permit, 
were embarked with a ftrong detachment 
on board above 200 batteaus, and dif- 
‘wecg a under convoy of five armed gal- 
ies, up the fouth river, in their way to 
Skenefborough. The main army took 
its route by the way of Caftletown, to 
reach the fame place by land. 
uly 6tb firt light of the 
* morning had no fooner difco- 
vered the flight of the enemy, than their 
main body was eagerly purfued by Bri- 
dier General Frazer, at the head of 
is brigade, confifting of the light- 
troops, grenadiérs, and fome other corps. 
Major General Reidefel was alfo ordered 
to join in the purfuit by land, with the 
greater part of the Brunfwick troops, 
either to fupport the Brigadier, or to act 
feparately, as otcafion might require, 
or circumftances ‘direé&t. ‘The enemy 
left a prodigious artillery behind them, 
which, with thofe taken or deftroyed in 
the armed veffels at Skenefborough, a- 
mounted to no lefs than 128 pieces, of 
all forts, ferviceable and unferviceable. 
They al fo left fome military. ftores of dif- 
ferent forts, and no inconfiderable ftock 
of provifions in the forts. 
eneral Burgoyne condu‘ted the pur- 
fuit by water, in perfon. That bridge 
and thofe works, which the Americans 
had laboured hard for ten months to 
render impenetrable, were cut throwgh 
in lefs time by the Britifh feamen and 
artificers, than it would have coft them 
to have deferibed their ftruéture. In 
a word, they did their bufinefs with 
fuck {peed and effeé&t, that not only 
arty bat the Royal George 
nflexible frigates, had paffed thi 
the bridge by nine o’clock in the morn- 
ing. Several regiments embarked on 
board the veffels, and the purfuit up the 
river was fupported with fuch vigour, 
that by three o’clockwin the afternoon, 


the foremoft brigade of the gun-boats, 
was Clofely engaged with the enemy's 
gallies near Skenefborough Falls. In 
the mean time, three regiments which 
had been landed at South Bay, afcend- 
ed and paffed a mountain with great 
expedition, in order to attack the ene- 
my’s works at the falls; and thereby cut 
off their retreat. But their [pecdy flight 

revented thé execution of that defign. 

pon the approach of the frigates, thie 
pallies, which were already overborne 

y the gun-boats, loft all fpirit; two 
of them were accordingly taken, and 
three blown up. The rebels, now giv- 
ing way to their defpair, fet fire to 
their works, ftockaded fort, mills and 
batteaux, after which they efcaped as 
well as they could up the Wood Cyeek- 
This frokifeemed to complete in 
of their ill-fated army, forsfpetarteaux 
were deeply loaded, befides their bag- 
gage, with ammunition, ftores, and pro- 
vihons ; fo that they were now left na- 
ked in the woods, deftitute of provifion, 
and without any other means of defence 
than what they derived from the arms 
in their hands. 

Confufion and difmay, equally at- 
tended their main body on the left. 
The foldiers had loit all refpe&t for, and 
confidence in their commanders. It 
would be fruitlefs to expeét refolution 
where no order nor command could be 
maintained. 

Brigadier Frazer continwed' and fup- 
ported the chafe through the -vehemc»<¢ 
heat of a burning day, with Dis afual ac. 
tivity and vigour. “Having received 
intelligence that the enemy's rear were 
at no geat diftance, and were command- 
ed by Colonel Francis, one of theit beft 
and braveft officers, his troops Igy that 

night on their arms, He came vp 

* with the enemy at fivein the morn- 
ing, whom he found ftrongly potted, 
with great advantage of ground, anda 
fill greater fuperionty in pert of warty 
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ber. Ashe expected every moment to 
be joined by General Reidefel, and was 
apprehen(Give that the enemy might efcape 
if * delayed, he did not hefitate to be- 
gin the attack. The advantages which 
they poffeffed in ground and number, 
and perhaps more than both, the good- 
nefs of their commander, induced them 
to make a better ftand than might have 
been expected from their condition in o- 
ther refpeéts. 

As Frazer's corps was not fupported 
near fo foon as had been expeéted, the 
engagement was long ; and though the 
light infantry and grenadiets gave fe- 
veral ftriking proofs of their fuperiority, 
aftaieswerefth!l undecided and critical. 





. The arrival of the Germans was at 


lengt ifive. The enemy fled on all 
ihe, id 


ng their brave commander, 
with many other officers, and above 200 
private men, dead on the field. About 
the fame number, befides a Colonel, fe- 
ven Captains, and ten Subalterns were 
taken prifoners. Above 600 were 
fuppofed to be wounded, many of whom 
perithed miferably in the woods, The 
principal lofson the fide of the royal 
army, was thatof Major Grant, a brave 
officer, who was killed. St. Clair, with 
the van of the American army, was at 
this time at Caftletown, about fix miles 
farther on. Upon the account of this 
difatter, and of the more fatal ftroke at 
Skenefborough, and ender the appre- 
henfion of being intercepted at Fort 
Anne, he ftruck on to the woods on his 
left, probably uncertain whether he 
fhould dire& his courfe towards the 
New-England provinces and the upper 
part of the Connefticut, or to Fort Ed- 
ward. 

During thefe advantages on the left, 
Colonel Hill was detached with the 9th 
regiment from Skenefboroygh towards 
Fort Anne, in order to intercept the fu- 
gitives who fled along the Wood Creek, 
whilit another part of the army was em- 
ployed in carrying batteaux over the 
falls, ip.order to facilitate their move- 
ment, to diflodge the enemy from that 
pot, . In that expedition, the Colonel 
wea attacked by.a body of the enemy, 
confifting, as he conceived, of fix times 
the number of his detachment, who 
finding all their efforts in front ineffec- 
tual to force the judicious pofition which 
he had taken, attempted to furround the 
regiment. This a attempt put 
him under a neceflity of changing his 
eund in the heat of action. Nothing 
fs than theynoft perfect difGipline, fup- 


» could 
ve enabled the regiment to execute fo 
critical a movement in the face of the e- 
nemy, and in fuch cireumftances. It 
was however performed with fuch ftead- 
inefs and effect, that the enemy, after 
an attack of three hours, were fo totally 
repulfed, and with fuch lofs, that after 
“fetting fire to Fort Anne, they fled with 
the utmoft precipitation towards Fort 
Edward, upon the Hudfon’s river. 

The lofs of the royal army, in ali this 
fervice, and in fo many Afferent en- 
gagements, fome of which were warm, 
and feemed liable to lofs, was very 
fmall. Thewhole in killed and weund- 
ed not much exceeding two hundred 
men, 

Such was the rapid torent of fuccefs, 
which fwept every thing away before 
the northern army in its outfet. It is 
not to be wondered at, if. both officers 
and private men were highly elated with 
their fortune, and deemed that and their 
prowefs to be irrefiftible ; if they régard- 
ed their enemy with the greateft con- 
tempt, conlidered their own toils to be 
nearly at an end, Albany to be already 
in their hands; and the reduétion of the 
northern provinces to be rather a matter 
of fome tume, than an arduous tafk full 
of difficulty anddanger. 

At home, the joy and exultation, wa% 
extreme ; not only at court, but with 
all thofe who hoped or wifhed the un- 
qualified fubjugation, and uncondition- 
al fubmiffion of the colonies. The lofs 
in reputation was greater to the Ameri- 
cans, and capable of more fatal confe- 
quences, than even that of ground, of 
potts, of artillery, or of men. All the 
contemptuous and moft degrading char- 
ges which had been made by theit ene- 
mies, of their wanting the refolution 
and abilities of men, even in thedefence 
of whatever was dear tothem, were now 
repeated and believed. Thofe who 
ftill regarded them as men, and who 
had not yet loft all affeétion to them as 
brethren ; who alfo retained hopes that 
a happy reconciliation upon conftitution- 
al principles, without facrificing the 
dignity or the juft authority of govern- 
ment on the one fide, or a dereliction of 

rd rights of freemen on the other, was 
‘@@ot even now impoffible, notwithftand- 
ing their favourable difpofitions in Fe 
neral, could not help feeling u this 
occafion, that the Americans funk not 
a little in their eftimation. It was not 
difficult to diffufe an opinion, that the 
war m effe&t was over; and that any

vancing againft the enemy, Equal in- 

duftry was ufed in clearing the Wood 

Creek from the obftacles of fallen trees, 

funken ftones, and other impediments 

which had been laid in the way the 

enemy, in order to open a pa age for 

batteaux, for the conveyance of artillery, 

ftores, provifions, and camp equipage. 

Nor was lefs diligence — at Ticon- 

de » in the carrying of gun-boats, 

cotioh veflels, oo Bedk ge te land 

into Lake George. Thefe were all la- 

borious works, but the fpirit of the ar- 

‘ ; my was at that time fuperiour to toil or 

danger. 

General Schuyler was at Fort Ed- 
ward upon the Hudfon’s river, where he 
was endeavouring to colleét the militia, 
and had been joined by St. Clair, 
with the wretched remains of his army, 
who hadtaken around about march, of 

' feven days, threugh the woods, in which 
from the exceeding badnefs of the wea- 
a ther, with the want of covering, provi- 
‘ fions, and all manner of neceffaries, they 
had fuffered the moft extreme mifery. 
Many others of the fugitives had alfo 
. arrived ; but fo totally broken down, 
that they were nearly as deftitute of 
a r arms, ammunition, and all the materials 
of war, as they were of vigour, hope, 
and fpirit, to ufe them with effect. 
Although ‘the dire& diftance from 
Fort Anne, where the batteaux naviga- 
tion on Wood Creek determined, or ¢- 
ven from Skenefborough to Fort Ed- 
ward,was no greater, than what in Eng- 
land, would be confidered as a mode- 
rate ride of exercife, yet fuchis the fa- 
wage face and impraéticable nature of 
the country, and fuch were the artifi- 
yi o cial difficulties which the induftry of the 
enemy had thrown in the way, that the 
progrefs of the army thither, was a work 
of much preparation, time, and labgur. 
It will {carcely be believed in after times, 
and may now be received with difficulty 
in any other part of the world, that it 























































coft an active and fpirited army, withe 
out an enemy in force to impede its pro- 

refs, not many fewer days in paling 
Trew one partto another of a country, 
than the diftance, in adire& line, would 
have meafured miles. Yet fuch, how- 
ever extraordinary, is the fact. Be- 
fides that country was a wildernefs in al- 
moft every part of the paflage, the ene- 
my had cut large timber trees in fuch a 
manner, on both fides of the road, as to 
Fall acrofs and length ways, with their 
branches interwoven; fo that the troops 
had feveral layers of thefe frequently 
to remove, in places where they could 
notpoffibly take any other direction. The 
face of the country was likewife fo bro- 
ken with creeks and marfhés, that ‘in 
that fhort fpace, they had no lefs than 
forty bridges to conftrué, befides others 
to repair; and one of thefe-was of log 
work, over a morafs two miles in extent. 
All thefe toils and difficulties were en- 
countered and overcome by the troops 
with their ufual fpirit and alacrity. The 
enemy wefe too weak, too much difpi- 
rited, and probably too much afraid of 
the Indians, to add very materially to 
thefe difficulties, Some tkirmithing 
and firing there was, however, on every 
day's march, in which, as ufual, they 
conftantly came off lofers. 

Itis true,that General Burgoyne might 
have adopted another route to Hudfon’s 
river, by which moft of thefe particular 
difficulties would have been avoided. 
By returning down the South river to 
‘Ticonderoga, he might again have em- 
barked the army on Lake George, and 
proceeded to the fort which takes its 
name, and lies at its head, from whence 
there is a wagon road to Fort Edward. 
To this it was objeéted, and probably 
with reafon, that a retrograde motion in 
the height of vi€tory, would tend great- 
ly to abate that panick with which the 
enemy were confounded and overwhelm- 
ed ; that it would even cool the ardour, 
and check the animation of the troops, 
to call them off from the profecution 
of their fuccefs, to acold and fpiritlefs 
voyage; and that theirexpedition would 
undoubtedly be checked by the refitt- 
ance and delay which they muft expect 
at Fort George; whereas, when) the 
garrifon perceived that the army wats 
marching tn a direétion, which was hike 
ly, to cut off their retreat, they would . 
undoubtedly confult their fafety in time" 
by abandoning thg poft. 

The enemy abandoned Fort Edward, 
and retired to Saratoga, at the apprsic* 
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of the royal army, which, from the im- 
pediments we have feen in the march, 
was not until the end of July. The en- 
thufiafm of the army, as well as of the 
General, upon their arrival on the Hud- 
fon’s river, which had been fo long the 
obje& of their hopes and wifhes, may 
be better conceived than deferibed. As 
the enemy, by previoufly abandoning 
¥ort George, and burning their veflels, 
had left the lake entirely open ; a great

1* the beginnittg of the year 1785, the 
complaints of the unhappy people, who 
had contraéted debts durin thi time of the 
too great plenty of money, induced the Le- 
giflature to pafs an at, making every {pe- 
cies of property a tender, at an apprised va- 
jue. It was foon, however, found from ex- 
perience, that this anfwered no other pur- 
pole, but to prevent and on the part of 
the creditors and an n the partof the 
debtors, to difcharge ft debts. The 
icarcity of money ft:ll remained a com- 
plaint ; for as far.as goods and real property 
were fubftituted as a medium in commerce, 
fo far {pecie, of courfe, ceafed to circulate, 
and credit being thus injured, the money- 
holders turned their keys on that ca, 
which might otherwife have been loaned to ~ 
the needy. 

In Auguft !aft a convention of committees 
from about thirty towns affembled and a- 
greed upon, and preferred to the General 
Court, a long petition, fetting forth their 
grievances on account of the fearcity of mo- 
ney, and praying for an emiffion of paper 
bills of credit, in which there is no fingle 
trace of an idea of redemption, or any one 
attempt to give the currency a foundation ; 
but the whote feems predicated on’a fuppofi- 
tion that che Genera! Court by a mere a&t 
of Legiflation, by words and figns, could im- 
bres an intrinfick value on paper 3 which is 
a8 fully abfurd as it would be vo fuppofe, that 
the Legiflature had the power of Midas, and 
could from a fingle touch, turn ftones and 
iticks into gold; their great obje&t was, 
Lowever, to have this paper a tender for all 
debts and taxes, and no plan is hinted, by 
which the people are to get this money out 
of the tredary s but itrather feems that they 
expe€ted the General Court to apportion it 
among the people at large. 

The Legiflature formed a plan for the e- 
miffion of fifty thoufapd poynds, to be let 
out at four per Cent. on iad fecurity, re- 
deemable at a future pofiod, carrying an in- 
tereit at fix per cent. and to be a tender in 
taxes for the internal fupport of the State, 
»nd for fees and falaries of the officers of 
the government. Tis plan was fent as ear- 
ly as the fourteenth of September, to the 
feveral towns, to colleé& their minds upon 
the subject. 

On the twentieth, at four of the clock in 
tf Misrneen, about 400 men on horfe back 
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embarkation of provifions, ftores and 
neceflaries, was already arrived at that 
pott from Ticond . Thearmy was 
accordingly fully and immediately em- 
ployed, in traniporting thefe articles, 
with artillery, batteaux, and fuch other 
matters hes judged neceffary for the 
profecution of their future meafures, 
from Fort ine to Hudfon’s river.

INSURRECTION. 


An account of the Infurrcéion at Exeter, in the State of Neso-H. ire, written by a Gentle. 
man who happened to be prefent. F rom the Boston Gametat ‘of Monde. laft. 


and on foot, entered the townof Exeter, 
where the GencralCourt were fitting ; about 
fifty of them, or perhaps more, were armed 
with mufkets, and the others with blud- 
geons ; their principai leader appeared to be 
one Mofes French, a farmer of Hampftead, 
aided by one Coffin, a major in the militia, 
and two or three others; they affected mili- 
tary parade, and had a drum: after they 
had halted a while, they fent a paper into 
the Houfe of Reprefentatiyes, who werg 
convened in the meeting-houfe, demanding 
an anfwer to their former petition without 
delay ; it was dated on Exeter Prain, 
and figned Mofes French, moderator. 

The houfe appointed a committee of three 
to be joined by a committee from the fenate 
to take the matter into confideratian. This 
vote the fenate unanimoufly nongoncurred, 
— Whereupon a conference took place in the 
meeting-houfe, between the two branches o 
the Legiflature. The prefident, (Geneta 
Sullivan) being ex officio, a fenator, open- 
ed the matter, by giving ‘publickly, in the 
hearing of the people, and as many of the 
mob as chofe to attend, the reafons on 
which the fenate nonconcurred the vote 
of the houfe. He firft confidered the peti- 
tion, and fhewed with great ftrength of rea- 
foning, and very cooly, the extreme folly, as 
well as the very great injuftice of the prayer of 
their former petition. And alfoobfervedsthat 
even if the meafure was juft and reafonable, 
the general court ought not to pay attention 
to it, merely from having the voice of thirty 
towns only, outof two hundred, in favour of 
it. He concluded by faying, that if the 
voice of the whole ftate was for the meafure, 
yet the Legiflature ought not to comply 
with it, witthe they were furrounded by an 
armed force. To do it, would be to betra 
the rights of the peopte, which they had all 
fulemnly engaged to opens and that no 
confideration of perfonal danger fhould ever 
compel him to fo fiagrant 4 violation of the 
conftitutional rights of the people, who had 
placed him in the chair of government. 

As foon as this fpeech was made the mob 
beat to arms, and furrounded the meeting~- 
houfe, where the Prefident, the Senate and 
the Houfe remained ; thofe of the mob wha 
had mufkets, were ordered to charge with 
balls, which command they inftantly obeyed. 
The houfe proceeded to bufineis as ufual, 
without taking any manner of notice of the 














oman. at the doors. Centinels were 
at each door, with fixed bayonets, 
and the whole Legiflature were prifoners,. 
After fun-fet the prefident attem to 
come out, but was preveated by a firm co- 
jumn. He rea very coolly with them 
on the impropriety and fatal tendency of 
their conduét, and affured them that the 
force of the fate would fupport the govern. 
ment: which they took feave to deny with 
as much confidence as he afferted it. Thus all 
remained, until the evening was quite dark ; 
the minds of the fober part of the people be- 
gan to raife at the indignity ; whale the mob 
clamoured, fome paper money, fome an equal 
diftribution of property y fome the annibilation 
veleafe of all tames, and all 
Clamoured a law and government. 
drum was now heard at a diftance, and a 
number of men huzzaing for government. 
The miob. appeared frighted, and fome of 
them began to run; the Prefident told them 
he would prevent bloodfhed, and walked 
through them, and the General Court fol- 
lowed. ’ 

On this the infurgents returned to ano- 
ther part of the town, and the legiflature, 
who fad throughout the whole, a¢ted with 
the moft inimitable firmnefs and magnani- 
mit reaffumed their bufigefs, and requefted 
the Prefident to call forth the power of the 
State to quell the rebellion. At eleven in 
the evening he iffued his orders, and by fun 
rife the next morning the militia were 
marching in, wel] armea, with military mu- 
fick, and other incidents to military move- 
ments. The Majorand Brigadier Generals 
of all the State, excepting one whofe great re- 
motenefs from the {cence of action prevent- 
ed him, aflembled early in the morning, the 
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gentlemen of the fir ranle and education 
emulous to fave a government for which they 
had done, and fuffered fo much, appeared 
either on foot or hiorfe in order, and enthu- 
fiafm, quite inexpreffible by words, appeared 
through the whole. About ten o'clock the 
Prefident, attended by the General officers, 
followed by feveral companies, advanced ta 
wards the infurgents who were drawn up at 
a tavern, in the outer part of the town : The é 
was no confli&t ; the mob fled, and nothing 
was to be done but te pick up the prifoners. 
A number fled and made a ftand at a bridge. 
General Cilly foon came up with them, 
ruthed in and feized their leadef®. Onc af 
whom ordered them to fire, but goverqgment 
capraned with fuch force that they prudently 
didnotobey. Abaut forty of them were made 
oy and are now in goal to be tried for 

igh treafon—the reft are fled to thefr lurk- 
ing places, from whence they muf b= drag- 
gedtoan ignominicus death unlefs the clc- 
mency of government fhall pity and fave 
them. By this time there were miore than 
2000 men in arms, about three hundred of 
them were horfe ; all ready to make any 
rife to preferve iegal government, and the 
due execution of the laws. fentimen: 
was conftantly re-echoed, ** How ¢an we 
live without government, and thall we give 
ourfelyes up toa Mod?” If the begiflature 
“appeared magnanimous the day before a free 
government, the people's goverament thone 
with a {plendour, and glory that never wae 
before equalied, Oh ! Maflachafetts !~ 
Oh! Maffachafetts ! Thou who waft the 
Chief in thy Country ! the elder born, and 
the moft lovely of the daughters of Columbia, 
how art thou fallen ! thy Gold istruly be- 
core dim, and thy glory departed. 
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1’ the city of New-York there dwelt be- 
fore the war, twoclergymen=~one beloved 
for his humility, the other noted for his pride; 
at ditierent times thefe fons of Levi, in their 
recy FT had occafion to check a 
company of failers for profane fwwegring.— 
The former, Poe 4 ame Seve df it 
with fuch pioys zeal, as to win the affections 
of the jolly tars—He laid before them the 
heinouinelds of their crime, as it refpected 
the Syraemz Beinc, They began to 
afk this good man’s pardon; ayerring that 
they did not furmife his being a perfon in 
facred orders—** Af no pardon of me,” he 
seplied, “* but afk it of that GOD. whom 
you have offended"’—they cordially thank- 
ed him and went their way. ‘The latter 
clergyman being ;uffly offended at the aw- 

imprecations and horrid blafpbemics re- 
duadant in that city, was oze day obliged to 








make a full ftop, with a view of exertin 
himfelf in order to reclaim thefe hardene 
culprits, as well as tocheck fo prevalent an 
evil: He thus addreffed the bold finners— 
** Fellows, how dare you make ufe of fuch 
words, while I am pafiing by? how dare you 
fwearfo dreadfully in my prefence ? your 
conduct calls for the fevereft punifhment.” 
The irritated tars rejoined bitterly —*‘ D-s-n 
you"; who are you? if we dare (wear 
in prefence of the Great Gad—who are you, 
that we fhould refrain’ ? The clergyman 
retired. 

This anecdote is genuine ; and proves to 
ftrike us forcibly with the charms attendant 
upon the grace of dumility; alfo, of the dif- 
agreeable etfects refulting trom the cyltiva- 
tion of an arrogant, overbearing difsotition ; 
efpecially among thoie who profefs to be the 
treachers of others.

“ His majefty proceeded flowly from the 
barracks quite to the fkirts of the town,with- 
out any of his guard, furrounded by an a- 
mazing yy ey of fpectators of every de- 
nomination ; the ftreets were fo crowded with 
people that many. were preffed between the 
wheels of his aiiijefty’s camriage, which cauf- 
ed him often to exclaim mes enfens prenes 
garde de vous fair bleffer—my children take 
care you dajnotgethurt. He difcovered him- 
felf to the full view of his people, whofe 
hearts wete elated with joy, and went 
through the town amid fuch an inceffant 
racket of caaches, ringing of bells, firing of 
canon, and cries de joye, or huzzaing, as was 
(ufficient to deprive one of the fenfe of hear- 


ing. 
i His Majefty lodged, the preceding night, 
at the refidence of the Duke of Harcourt, 

overnour of the hag of Normandie, 
* leagues trom this city, and arrived the 
fame day at Cherbourg, carly enough to fee 
the workmen fink one of the cones defigned 
to form the harbour. He went on board one of 
the fhips, from whence he had a full view of 
a fham naval combat, condu€ted by Compt 
D’Eftaing ; and, notwithftanding all around 
him reprefented the difagreeablenefs of it, 
he infifted upon having the guns of that vef- 
fel charged, difcovering at the fame time as 
much bravery as popularity. 

“His majefty returned on the 26th, and 
lodged at the commardant’s; he repaffed 
this city in a new carriage (a particular fa- 
vour) and was received by the city officers ; 

‘Thofe hours of profound fleep bad 
perfectly reftored him to health, and by thie 
moft lucky circumftanee, the child received 
new life at the very inftant he was going te 
be laid among the dead.

Garlands—rofes— 
and verdant boughs covered the ftreets with 
the infcription of, ‘* long liwe the Ki be 
Queen—the Daupbin—and the Duke of Nor- 
mandie,” [fecond*fon to the king.J .Two 
pages, twelve life guards, and fix cavaliers of 
the Maréchauflee preceded the carriage, and 
the grenadiers brought up the rear. 

‘© The king was accompanied by the Dukes 
d’ Ayen (Captain of his guards ;) Coigny 5 
Harcourt ; Villequier, and the prince dePoix. 
He alighted from his carriage at the com- 
mandant’s,went on footto the barracks, and 
laid the firft ftone of an edifice that was there 
conftru€ting, leaving among the workmen 
about twenty-five guineas.—In the evening 
the city was beautifully illuminated. 

*¢ The next day his majefty attended mefie, 
at St. John’s Church ; and, at five in the e- 
vening, fer off for Honfleur, from whence 
he patied to Havre de Grace, in a veffel that 
was prepared for that purpofe, and there paff- 
ed the night; the next morning he continu- 
ed his rout by Rouen d at Rhony, and 
the next evening at Verfa lles. 

“ The king prefented 8,000 livres to our 
hofpital ; 20,000 to be diftributed among fe- 
veral parithes in the vicinity of this town 
who fuffered greatly by the violent ftorins o 
hale that fell on the 15th inftant ; and tothe 
Duke of Harcourt, the revenue of an abba 
of 200,000 livres.

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ebferved. They are equally necafary, and e- 
qually certain in their operation, whether the 
liquor offered to Be drank Se extreme cold 
water, beer, cyder or punch, for cach of the 
Jaft mentioned liquors has been known in fi- 
milar circumftances to produce the fame ef- 
feéts as cold water. 

To perfons fuddenly affe€&ted with drink- 
ing cold liquers there is a remedy which has 


. feldom failed of giving relief, where the pa- 


tients have been able to fwallow, and that is 
Liquip Laupanum. From thirty to fix- 
ty drops may be given fn a little fpirit, or 
wine and water, if it be at hafid.Thefe 
drops fhould be ap grat and the dofe increaf- 
e4 according to the degrees and duration of 
the crampinthe ftomach. A few dofes pro- 
duce eafe, and a few hotirs fleep and a gentle 
fweat generally reftores the patient to health. 

Puking has been found to be very impro- 
per, tending to increafe the cramp in the 
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ftomach, and to produce inflammation. ——

Weak punch, 
wine and water, vinegar and water,imall beer, 
and four milk and water, are the beft drinks 
in hot weather. They keep up a due per- 
{piration, abate internal heat, and refift pu- 
trefaction. ‘They are therefore recommend - 
ed to general ufe from long experience and 
obfervation of their good effets.

CANNOT claim your attention to my 
advice where it may militate with your 
nftru€tions from your conftituents ; but 
where not, I hope you will give it due confi- 
deration. I am notinformed of a lift of 
your grievances, but hear that the Gover- 
nour’s falary, and other falary men, are a 
part. I have no objeftion to their being 
confidered, but advite that other grievances 
be confidered at the fame time in contraft, 
d you will foon find thefe are a bubble. 
Thote I mean are idlenefs, tavern haunting, 
devouring fpiritous liquors, gaming, jockey- 
ing, juggling, &c.—Thefe, as they ftand in 
cotinexion, are not only a grievance, but as 
great a plague to the profperity of a tree Re- 
publican Cevegueak, as the locuft were in 
the land of Egypt to the green vegetables ; 
thefe have throats like an open fepulchre, 
and one fingle throat will devour as much 
rum at one fwallow as will coft them as much 
thoney as they pay towards the Governour’s 
falary for one year, and at one fitting down 
they will each of them fpend as much as 
they pay to all the falary men in the govern- 
ment by the year, and the grants to the col- 
lege befides. Some of the men that cla- 
mour for a paper currency and a tender ad, 
will rifk their lives and fortunes to ftop 
the proceedings of Judicial Courts, and the 
hole coyrfe of law; that want the General 
Court to make a law whereby they can cheat 
under cover, and pay an honeft debt with 
half its value ; there are fome people that re- 
fufe to pay taxes, who are of loofe principles, 
or without any, fit tools for crafty inveterate 
tories to work with for undermining and 
fubverting the federal government, and the 
faith and creditofevery ttate in the union, and 
introducing anarchy and confufion, to pave 
the way for a revolution im fayour of their 
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old friends the Britons, or fome fortunate 
defpotick ufurper, to take the reigns of go- 
vernment ; thefe are grievances thet want a 
radical redrefs, and ;}f your convention are 
fo happy as to remove this conneéted hydra 
of grievances from an exiftence in this Com- 
monwealth, they will be inftrumental of in- 
troducing the greateit temporal bleflings that 
have taken place fince the clofe of the war, 
and all other grievances will ceafe of courfe, 
and nothing will remain for them to do but 
earneftly recommend to the good people of 
the county, that fimple, eafy, and fure me 
thod of at pe wealth, viz. induftry, fru¢ 
gality, and good economy, to be fure to live 
within their own incume, and they may ven- 
ture to aflure them, that a ftrict compliance, 
for one year, will furnith every man with 
money in his pocket who has a juft title to it.

Recommend 
to the creditor a generous indulgence, efpe- 
cially where induitry marks the charaéter of 
the debtor, Recommend to all, when in

them with poljtenefs, but afk no queftions 
about the law, never give them any trouble 
at particular offices, nor carry any meflages 
to or from them ; let this be the cafe one 
year, and | dare fay they will be viewed ag 
good, innocent, and as peaceable as any ci- 
tizens in the United States.

O* Wednefday the 13th inft. the Gene- 
ral Court of this ftate met at Exeter, 
according to adjournment, and on the r4th 
the following was laid before a committee of 
both branches of the legifiature, by a fub- 
com mittee. for that purpofe appointed ; 

The Committee appointed to report the BEST 
PLaw they can devife, ) or emitting Paren 
Moxer, beg leave tareport— 

THAT ffty thoufand pounds be emitted 
in bills of credit, the one-half in bills not 
exceeding twelve foillings, and none fo {mall 
as_ fix ; the other half in bills of fx fillings 
and downwards; all carrying an intereft of 

four per. cent. per annum—this money to be 

depofired in the treafury, and ten thousand 
pounds thereof, appropriated to the difcharge 
of {pecie orders on the treafury, and for de- 
fraying the expence of government: that 
the money be received in all duties, impofts, 
excite, fines, forfeitures, and other money 
demands of government, with an allowance 
of the intereft due, on the face of the bills, 
to the payer; but-not to oe a tender in any 
ether cafe: that the ong orty thou- 
Sand pounds be loaned on janded fecurity of 
double the amount of the fum loaned, to the 
inhabitants of this ftate, on inter@it of fx 
per cent. per annum ; not more than one bun- 
dred and fifty; or \efs than fifty pounds, to 
any one perion ; the mortgages to be paya- 
ble in six wears, in faid money, or in 
filver and gold ; but if paid im the aforefaid 
bills, the imtereft is to be reckoned as fo 
much in difcharge of the mortgage ; any 
perfon may, at any time within the fix years, 
make payment, or fully difcharge his mort- 
g2ge ; not lefs than tex pounds to be receiv- 
ed in any one payment, uniefs in that which 
fully diicharges the mortgage. 

Fhat no lands be received in mortgage un- 
fefs ic be improved lands, and fo certified by 
the feleétmen, and that the mortgageris i. 

offeffion thereof, and that it is reputed to 
his land, and shall alfo certify on oath the 
value thercof, in their judgment, and that 
they know of noincumbrance on the fame : 

Auithe perfon fo offering the land as fecu- 

pity for money onloan, fhall further produce 

a certificate from the regifler of probate, or 

segifter of deeds, in the county where fuch 

Jand lies, shat the fame is recorded as lands 

belonging to fuch perfon, and that no con- 
weyance thereof fram him appears on re- 
cord; and he thall make oath before the 
treafurer, that fuch lands are his property, 
and that he knows of no incumbrance or 
dete of title on or refpeQing faid land, and 
in cafe of his being convicted of {wearin 
falfely, he thall be deemed guilty of wilfu 
and corrupt perjury, and be puaifhed ac- 
cordingly: And that the perfons living ia 
the remote parts of this ftate may have an 
opportunity of receiving a proper portion of 
faid money :— Your committee recommends 
that the treafurer fhall not loan to the inha- 
bitants of any one town, more than the rate 
er proportion of fuch town’s tax, until after 
the next feffion of the general court. Each 
erfon taking fuch bills outof the treafury 
hal} allow for the intereft due on the face of 


faid bills. The charge of writing aad ac- 
knowledging of all and all other 
expences attending the fame, to be defrayed 
by the mortgager. 

And in order to fecure the credit of faid 
paper bills and to render filver and gold lefs 
neceflary—your cornmittee beg leave further 
to report :—That a ftate’s agent be appoint- 
ed to receive fuch articles as may be colle@t- 
ed by tax, of the produce or manufacture of 
this ftate, and to draw bills for the eeds 
according to orders received from the prefi- 
dent with advice of council, agreeable to the 
votes and refolves of the general court. 

That the feveral towns have liberty to col- 
Je&t what remains due of the ten thoufand 
five hundred pounds granted to Congrefs, in 
ee of the requifition of the 27th of & 


and fuch other articles as the general court 
may think proper, provided the fame is col- 
le&ed and delivered to faid fate’s agent, at 
or before the firftday of January next, at 
fuch pote and prices as the general court 
thail dire&t ; and the faid agent is to difpofe 
of the fame for the purpofe of difcharging 
that demand. And that all taxes hall be 
made in future, in the following manner, 
Viz 

One tax in ftate notes, to draw in a twen- 
tieth part of the notes outftanding. 

Secondly, An annual tax'in intereft certi- 
ficates, of fuch notes, fufficient to draw in 
the whole intereft on fuch fecurities. 

Thirdly, A tax on certificates of the li- 
— debt of the Ubited States, fo as to 

raw in fo much of faid fecurities annually, 
as will in twenty years bring into the treafu- 
ry a fum in thole certificates, fufficient (with 


what may be in the treafury) to produce an” 


annual intereft equal to the quota of indents 
afligned by Congrefé to this fate. 

Fourthly, A tax in indents, for intereft on 
fuch iquidated fecurities, which, with the 
intereft of thofe in the treafury, wil) amount 
to this ftate’s quota of the intereft of the do- 
meftick debt of the United States. : 

Fifthly, A tax annually in the fpecifick ar- 
ticles pefore-mentioned, to be put into the 


hands of the ftate’s agent, and difpofed of © 


for difcharging the requifitions of Congrefs, 
for the payment of the foreign debt and in- 
tereft, and fog fupporting our delegates in 
Congrefs. 

Sixthly, A money tax for defraying all the 
expences of government, payable in thefe 
bills, or in filver and gold, at the eleétion of 
oe payer; the colleCtor always allowin 

perfons in his lift, the intereft of faid bills 
Wpto the day affixed in his warrant, for 
pa t of his tax, and the treafurer is to 
all e colleCtors intereft on faid bills, up 
to ime the money fhould have been paid 
into the treafury, but no longer.—And all 
paper bills paid into the treafury towards the 
Sifcharge of mortgages, to be ftopped in the 
treafury, and not re-iffued, and thofe re~- 
ceived for impoft, duties, excife, fines and 
forfeitures, not to be re-iffued but by fpeci- 
al order of the generalcourt.

igth articles of the Bill of Rights.

Lately was determined in the Britifb Court of 
Exchequer, that long depending caufc, the 

King, againft Hayley. Themerits of which 
according to tag evidence produced in Court 

were as folloc™: 

¢ In the year 1784, Mrs. Hayley, defend- 
ant, having debts, to a very confiderable a- 
mount, due to her from the fubjeéts of the 
United States, embarked in the Navy, James 
Scott, for Bofton, to attempt their recovery. 
The thip’s crew, at the time of failing from 
the river, confifted entirely of Britith fub~ 
jets, many of whom, after having pertorm- 
ed their voyage, quitted the fhip, and made 
other engagements, more agreeable to theit 
inclinations ; this lofs was therefore necefia- 
rily fupplied by Americans ; and as the Pro- 
prietor found it adviieable to continue fome 
time on that continent, a number of Nan- 
tucket men were procured, and the vetlel 
fent out tothe Southern Fithery. Having 
completed her fihhing, the took her depar- 
ture for Europe, and fome time in the year 
1785, arrived at the port of London, where 
the oil was offered for entry at the Cuftom- 
houfe, underthis defcription. ‘* Train oil, 
from fith taken by the crew of the Mary a 
Beitih® builethip, one third of whom being 
his Majefty’s Britith born fubjeéts, there- 
fore free ot duty.” 

This not appearing fatisfaCtory, the offi- 
cers at the water-fide made a feizure of the 
cargo the iegality of which the trial in quef- 
tion was to determine. 

The only point that appeared neceffary to 
be afcertained, and on which the decifion of 
the jury evidently depended, was, Whether 
at the time of fifhing one third of the crew 
really were Britith born fubje€ts. This the 
Counfel, on the partof the profecutiony po- 
fitively denied ; and the evidence, on the 
part of the defendant, as ftrenuoufly affert- 
ed; and which nothing appearing to the 
Court fufficient to difprove, a verdiét was 
given forthe defendant. By this decifion, 
the officers of the revenue are dilappointed 
of property to the amount of more than 

And as they will be compelled to 
make good the damages fuftained by Mrs. 
Hayley, from the long detention of the pro- 
Perey they will be mings at leaft sool. 

The correipondent who favoured us with 
the above, adds, for the information of rea- 
ders unacquainted with mercantile trantac- 
tions, that fince the feparation of America
